Older Folks Need 
M ilk In Diets 


The myth that milk is not need­ 
ed in the diets of older folks was 
exploded today by Susan Christian, 
extension food and nutrition special­ 
ist at Ohio State University. 
Older people need milk for bone 
and tooth protection and for general 
good health, the specialist said. E x ­ 
periments in recent years p r o v e 
that elderly people need about 
1 
gram of calcium a day, just as chil­ 
dren do. A quart of milk furnishes 
a little more than 1 gram. 
Many older people have fragile 
bones which break easily and mend 
slowly, the specialist said. 
T h i s 
condition is a result of a long-con­ 
tinued diet deficient in calcium. 
“ The claims that milk is no long­ 
er needed in the diet after teeth are 
formed, or that it has no place in 
the diet at any age are pure fal­ 
lacy,” Miss Christian said. “ Milk 
is our most nearly perfect f o o d . 
Nutritionists 
recommend 
t h a t 
adults take 3 to 4 cups 
daily.” 
Children require 1 quart. 
Adults and children also may 
consume milk in cooked foods or in 
dairy foods such as cheese and ice 
cream.

By ALICE DE.VHOFF 
During the hot Sum m er months, 
marshmallows hobnob nicely 
with 
fresh fruits and vegetables and the 
ingredients for iced desserts. 
For 
instance, try this salad special, the 
recipe to serve six. 
In a bowl, combine a three-ounce 
package lemon - flavored 
gelatin 
and one cup hot water, stirring un­ 
til gelatin is completely dissolved. 
Stir in one cup cold w ater; 
chill. 
i£ut four ounces (about 16 m arsh­ 
m a llo w s ) into eights with wet scis­ 
sors or knife. 
When gelatin mixture begins 
to 
thicken, fold in marshmallows and

m ost effective laboratory for testing the 


old Stalin theory of the possibility of co­ 


existence of capitalism and communism, 
side by side. The people of East Germany 
know by direct experience what it is like, 
and they know which is better. That s why 
so many of them m anage to make their 
w ay across the zonal separation line. 
They are not stupid. When Mayor Ernst 
Reuter of West Berlin w as in this country 


a few months ago he stated that Soviet 
Russia already had lost East Germany. 
Recent developments there have provided 
proof of what he had in mind. 
Moscow and its satraps should know by 
now that they cannot pull the wool over the 
eyes of the hungry E ast Germans. 
Y e t 
they deny them the right to receive $15 
million worth of free food offered by the 
United States and, as an offset, hold out a 
food credit of $57.5 million to be paid for 
in manufactured goods on which the Mos­ 
cow Reds would fix the prices. 
Knowing that the United States would 
com e through, officials and people of West 
Berlin set up a program of their own to 
advance food to their E ast Berlin neigh­ 
bors. Soviet High Commissioner Semenyov 
dem ands that this stop, charging that it is 
an American-inspired m ove to r e c r u i t 
spies and agents provocateurs. 
The Soviet squirming is a m easure of 
the effectiveness of the Am erican move, 
from both humanitarian and psychological 
angles. 


KOREAN BUREAUS 
IT IS PREDICTED the United States 
will be tabbed for a billion dollars in the 
next few years for rehabilitation of war- 
torn South Korea. Other Allied nations 
m a y give some aid, but the m eagerness of 
their efforts during the Korean fighting 
does not raise great hopes that they will 
contribute more than a few thousands. 
U. S. efforts may be partly neutralized by 
a m aze of bureaus created to handle the 
rehabilitation. Some of these are: 
The United Nations Korean Reconstruc­ 
tion Agency, the United Nations Command, 
The Mutual Security Administration, t h e 
Combined Economic Board, the Foreign 
Operations Agency. To say nothing of the 
Republic of Korea which, presumably, will 
have a slight say as to what shall be done. 
The United States is going to put up the 
m oney, so why doesn't Washington set up 
a central agency, controlled by Washing­ 
ton, and get about the business of healing 
as m any of Korea s war wounds as pos­ 
sible? 


No m atter how popular or unpopular a 


President m ay be, in the final analysis his 


Administration stands or falls on the work 


of the Congress. 
W hatever 
program he 


m ay have for the im provem ent of the 


country muBt be passed by C o n g r e s s . 


Whenever a President has faced an antag­ 


onistic Congress for a prolonged period, the 


country has suffered. 


The worst exam ple of this in r e c e n t 


years w as the relations between President 


Herbert Hoover and the Dem ocratic Con­ 


gress elected in 1930. The county was para­ 


lyzed because neither the Executive n o r 


Congress could function adequately. 


The first session of the 83rd 
Congress 


m ay be regarded as an Eisenhower Con­ 
gress. Both political parties supported the 
President. The leadership of the Dem ocrat­ 
ic Party particularly w as unwilling to take 
advantage of the fact that the Republicans 
at no time had a working majority. 
Furthermore, the Republicans were di­ 
vided into factions held together only by 
the personality and leadership of Robert A. 
Taft. At a dozen points, this session could 
have 
been 
disrupted by parliamentary 
tricks or by a coalition of anti-Eisenhower 
Republicans and D em ocrats. 
It did not happen because of the general 
decision to give Eisenhow er a chance and 
because the country w as in crisis during 
the entire period, and because of Taft’s 
moral leadership. 
Yet, the point must be m ade that m any 
Republicans are sorely disappointed by 
this session of Congress end fear its conse­ 
quences in the 1954 election. 
I sensed this attitude during the Taft fu­ 
neral in Washington when conversation 
naturally turned on the great loss the Re­ 
publicans suffered by his death. It was the 
last day of the session and m em bers 
of 
Congress of either party were deeply con­ 
cerned. 
Many of the experienced legislators ex­ 
pressed disbelief in the continuance of 
Dem ocratic support for Eisenhower in the 
second session of the 83rd Congress be­ 
cause it will not pay the Dem ocrats to go 
along. They will be paving the way f o r 
thei rown victory in 1954. 
Some felt that the violence of the attack 
on Senator McCarthy in the last days of 
this session was a portent of events 
to 
com e. They said that while it was true that 
the Democrats were laying for McCarthy, 
the vehem ence of the attack is designed to 
their own victory in 1954. 
It needs to be recalled that Senator John 
McClellan had, in the past, been one of the 
strongest supporters not only of McCarthy 
personally but of his m ethods, his probes 
and his attitudes. Yet it w as McClellan 
| who led the fight on McCarthy on an issue 
| which the public perhaps m issed, nam ely, 
the control of the staff. 
The Republicans will go into the second 
session of the 83rd Congress without a m a­ 
jority in the Senate and with only a frac­ 
tional majority in the House of Represen­ 
tatives. There will be no Taft to hold the 
party together by moral suasion. Senator 
Wayne Morse, the solo Independent Party, 
can play a critical role unless some of the 
! elders in the Dem ocratic Party continue 
supporting the Republicans to provide a 
synthetic majority.

ONE of the major causes of 
heart and kidney diseases, hard­ 
ening of the arteries is still a rela­ 
tive mystery in the medical world. 
Though many things have been 
found out about it, its cause is 
atm unknown. 
Over two-thirds of all the men 
above the age of fifty exhibit 
some degree of arteriosclerosis, 
as it is known medically. It is in­ 
teresting that many men reach 
the age of eighty years without 
any sign of it, while it can, in 
some cases, be seen in children 
as young as three years of age. 
This condition is more common 
in 
overweight 
persons, 
heavy 
smokers, those 
with 
increased 
blood 
pressure, 
sufferers from 
diseases like diabetes, or those 
whose thyroid gland does not 
give off enough secretion. 
It has been found that a chem­ 
ical substance known as choles­ 
terol 
is 
present 
in 
increased 
amounts in the blood of persons 
suffering from this disease. This 
cholesterol, a fat substance, is 
thought to be the cause of many 
of the cases of hardening of the 
arteries, especially those cases 
affecting the heart arteries. 


Effect of Diet 


Diet may play a very impor­ 
tant part as a cause of this dis­ 
ease. In fact, during periods of 
famine, arteriosclerosis is usually 
present to a lesser degree than 
in normal or good times. 
Men who have worked among 
people in the Far East, with their 
low standards of living, have no­ 
ticed that coronary heart disease, 


usually due to a form of harden­ 
ing of the heart arteries, is much 
less prevalent in the persons who 
have had more or less impover­ 
ished diets. In these Far Eastern 
countries, the amount of fat in 
the diet is very low. 


Heparin Tried 
For a number of years it has 
been known that a substance 
called heparin, used to prevent 
clotting of the blood, will some­ 
times clear the blood of fat glob­ 
ules in patients who have a great 
number of these. Actually, the 
heparin does not do this by itself, 
but causes a chemical substance 
to form that does the job. In the 
future, some cure for hardening 
of the arteries may be worked out 
along this principle. 
It has also been shown recently 
that the female hormone, or es­ 
trogen, can prevent hardening of 
the arteries of the heart in cer­ 
t a in e x p e r im e n t a l a n im a ls . 
Whether It will have this effect 
on man is still on the research 
level. 
The answer to the problem of 
hardening of the arteries, espe­ 
cially those of the heart, It is be­ 
lieved, may result from these 
newer studies. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER 
P. F.: Can kidney stones be dis­ 
solved without an operation? 
Answer: In most instances, kid­ 
ney stones can only be helped by 
surgery 
unless 
they 
pass 
by 
themselves. However, good re­ 
sults have been obtained recently 
with the use of a new drug known 
as 
hyaluronidase, 
in 
treating 
some kidney stones.

open hearings until fall, he has 
already amassed a gre«t body of 
material, based on a similar but 
superficial study several 
years 
ago. That survey merely scratch­ 
ed the surface, in his opinion, and 
the House agreed with a 209-163 
vote for a more elaborate exami­ 
nation. 
Although the Reece e x p o s e 
promises more sensations than 
Sen Joseph McCarthy’s crusade 
against Communists, for it will 
assail the use to which so much

wealth has been put by its heirs 
snd administrators, it has the full 
approval of the House leadership 
tt may, however, eventually em* 
larrass many figures in the Els- 
inhower train. 


MAIN

Feeding Grain 


Is Sure Way 


To Lose Money 


Experts Predict 
Prices Of Only 
$20 Next Year 


Cattle feede rs, take note: “ A doz 
en 160-acre farms are being lost ev­ 
ery day at the Chicago yards,” 
says a production credit fieldman. 
That's a serious symptom of 
the cattle-feeding business today. 
I or beef producers, particularly 
those who aren't prepared to 
make cheap gains, it’s a warning 
of things to come. 
Prices of replacement cattle are 
way dow n compared to a year ago. 
But corn prices are still pegged by 
government supports. And the fat 
cattle market cut all kinds of didos 
throughout 1953. 
Experts say heavy grain feeding 
looks like a “ sure way to l o s e 
money.” 
• • • 
WITH CATTLE and concentrates 
at present price relationships, feed­ 
ing grain can be justified only for 
a short finishing period after cheap 
gains are made on rations high in 
roughage and low in grain. 
Here 
are 
several 
cost-cutters 
based on midwest experiment sta­ 
tion and cattle feeder s records: 
I. Make maximum use of good 
legume hay and grass 
s i l a g e . 
Steers that get a pound of rough­ 
age to two pounds of grain m ay eat 
just as much grain and make faster 
growth than those fed three or four 
pounds of grain for each pound of 
roughage. 
2. Use molasses as an energy 
food if it is a better buy than 
corn. When corn is worth $1.50 a 
bushel, molavsses is worth $35 to 
$40 a ton. 
3. Be sure ration is balanced, but 
don’t waste protein. None is needed 
when grass silage or legume hay is 
fed liberally. 
With 
corn 
silage, 
about 1.5 pounds of protein meal 
m ay beat 3.5 pounds of Purdue sup­ 
plement A, which was formulated 
to balance cobs. 
4. Feeding cobs m ay help c u t 
costs. When the whole ear is ground 
and fed to beef cattle, cobs 
are 
worth 15 per cent as much as the 
grain. Cobs fed as a large part of 
the ration, however, require high- 
priced protein, which hikes cost of 
gains. 
• • • 
5. YOUNG CATTLE use feed 
more efficiently than older ani­ 
mals, but a longer feeding period 
is required. Plan ahead; time of 
marketing will affect the price. 
6. Keep cattle out of mud. Rec­ 
ords from 
m any cattle feeders 
show gains go down and feed per 
unit of gain goes up when cattle 
lack a dry place to lie down, or ! 
have difficulty walking to bunks or 
w ater tanks. 
7. Feed cattle only to their proper i 
grade. When corn is high and beef 
low, as at present, it may not pay 
to feed the best animals 
beyond 
choice grade. 
Some agricultural economists are 
telling feeders it isn’t safe to expect I 
more than $20 next Summ er and 
Fall for steers grading from top 
choice to low prime. 
Sound too low? Maybe. But just 
a year ago these sam e economists 
suggested $30 as a top for cattle 
this 
Summer. 
That 
figure 
also 
seemed out of reason to some of 
those who had sold finished steers 
as high as $40. 
This much is certain: The feeder 
has tough decisions to make. What 
can he pay for cattle’ How can he 
feed with grain and protein at pres­ 
ent levels? 
There’s nothing in the present 
cattle situation to lend hope for
